One of the most Interesting curiosi- 


ties in the Museum of'Natural History 
in New York Is a prehistoric life" size 
statue of an American in armor. 


Visitors who go there will learn that 


men In armor are not confined to the 
effete monarchies of Europe. The time 
when Americans wore this soi't'' of 
clothing began ages before the'oldest 
suit of armor in the Tower of London. 


This terra cotta figure was found by 


an Imffian In a cave near the modern 
city of Texcoco. It was broken In a 
number of pieces when found, and 
with these fragments were portions be- 
longing to two other figures of a simi- 
lar character. 


Tho figure Is approximately life size 


and represents a man with arms' ex- 
tended and mouth opened as If 'Staging 
or shouting. The hands show tuffi etlch 
formerly grasped some object; the ends 
of the fingers are broken off. The b&'dy 
Is dressed In quilted armor; the head 
is artificially flattened. 


It seems evident that we have, In this 


remarkable specimen of art in terra 
cotta, the actual portrait or stattie'of 
some distinguished war chief of the 
old Alcolhuau tribe, dressed iu armor, 
and very probably having In his bands 
his sw ord and shield. 


This statue carries us back to the 


days when the American continent pos- 
sessed a civilization of its own that has 
disappeared more completely than that 
of ancient Egypt or Assyria.—Philadel- 
phia Times.

send.uist publish the result of a series 
of careful analyses which do not agree 
with those of the older analyses. They 
show some of the fallacies of pro-Iocs 
investigators and come to the conclu- 
sion that, while the white meats of 
poultry, fish, etc., do in certain cases 
contain less nitrogenous and extractive 
materials, the average amount does not 
differ greatly enough in the white and 
dark meats to make either preferable. 


In concluding their article they state 


that if It is desirable to limit the 
amount of these deleterious food con- 
stituents we may accomplish the result 
much more certainly by limiting the 
amount of meat taken rather than by 
forbidding dark meats. 


It Is a well known fact that almost 


all the food .materials contain a propor- 
tion of waste matter, and this Is de- 
sirable; most foods also contain con- 
stituents which Iii laf'jje' quantities are 
deleterious, but in smaller quantifies 
may be beneficial. The extractives of 
mciit, among the more Important of 
which are lactic ncid, butyric acid, 
acetic acid, etc., ate by no means harm- 
ful If taken iu small quantities, as is or 
dlnarily the case, and the sanie Is true 
of the nitrogenous constituents. 


There can be little doubt, however, 


that these constituents do have a bad 
effect among ccitaln people who eat 
large quantities of meat, and this evil 
l<? without question more prevalent In 
America than in almost any other part 
of the world. It arises from the 
tuff 


that the meat supply is compnrathely 
large with us, and the people are rela- 
tively prosperous and can afford to bi . 
larger amounts of meat than people- of 
most other nations. 


Throe heavy meat mfcttls in a day Is 


nothing unusual among certain clnsse.fi 
of people, and on nearly all of the bills 
of fare of leading restaurants and ho- 
tels the list of meats Is as great or 
greater than that ot tegetablcs. We 
would not decry the use of a reason- 
able amount of meat, but believe that 
disorders arising from uric acid tlla 
thesis would be less frequent if 
v> ~' 


were accustomed to use the meats 
freely.—-Philadelphia Medical Record.

Joan 'Bart tbe Pirate. 
> - - 


One of tho most conspicuous rfn-i 


stances of "setting a thief to catch a 
thief" is that of Jean Bart, the popu- 
lar naval hero of France. Born and 
bred a pirate, he became the boldest 
and most successful buccaneer on 
European waters. What he did not 
know about that business was not 
worth knowing. Recognizing the man's 
prowess and anxious to increase the 
prestige of the French navy, then at a 
low ebb, Colbert, the minister of Louis 
XIV, won Bart over to' loyalty to his 
country, gave him a commission and 
found his choice and his hopes justified 
in a series of brilliantly successful nav- 
al exploits directed by Bart against 
piratical rovers In general and the ene- 
mies of French commerce in particm 
lar. He secured enormous prizes In

Napoleori

tory, no one can say "how limited 
would have been our future. 


St. Louis, where the exposition will 


be held, is the centre of one of the 
richest, most prosperous and 
most 


populous sections of the country. At 
the lowest estimate and disregarding 
the Oregon country which is in dis- 
pute, the Louisiana purchase 
com- 


prised the fololwing states and terri- 
tories: Arkansas, 
Indian Territory,

Wyoming. 


The states which are immediately

The following pointed correspondence 
ouchiiig a question of grammatical 
onstructiou calls attention to the prac- 
Ice of placing qualifying words be- 
ween the infinitive 'verb and its prep- 
isitiou "to." 
Tue late Dr. Grler of 


South Carolina, for 28 years president 


Krsklne college, was not only an ac- 


complished speaker, but noted for the 
lurity aud elegance of his diction. He 
vas also the editor of The Associate 
Jefonncd Presbyterian, tho church pa- 
per of the southern "soceders," pub- 
ished at Due West. An editorial in 
hat paper in 1S93, while Mr. Cleveland 
was president, caused Mr. J. Altheus 
Tohnson, a member of the Washington 


and an Erskino alumnus, to write 


to his former college instructor under 
date of Nov. 10, 1805, as follows: 


"Did the cat that guards the editorial 


sanctum relax its vigilance for a mo- 
ment last week, or did it admit as en- 
titled to entrance the expression which 
las a qualifying word between the prep- 
osition 'to' and the iuiiuitive verb? I 
refer to the expression, 'To fairly test 
the experiment' (of l:he dispensary), 
occurring in the editorial on the consti- 
tutional convention. 


"I know that poets, when forced by 


the exigency of their art, have now 
ind then placed au adverb between the 
infinitive and the woi'd 'to;' as when 
Burns says, In his 'Cotter's Saturday 
i>ftglit,' 'To nobly stem tyrannic pride.* 
and Byron, iu his 'Childe Harold,' 'To 
slowly trace the forest's shady scene.' 


"I know, too, that such au expression 


Is often used by the newsoaper writers 
of Hie day, many of whom arc quite 
crude and careless iu regard to the lit- 
erary quality of their composition. 


"It is true, too, that such an expres- 


sion Is finding its way into places 
where before It has been utterly un- 
known. 
Under Mr. Cleveland it has 


crept now aud then into ollicial and 
state 'papers, as, for inst.iucc. iu the 
Thanksgiving 
proclamation of this 


year, also published in the last issue of 
The Presbyterian, in which is the ex- 
pression 'To so Incline tho hearts of 
our people.' 


"The justices of the supreme court of 
>- 


the United States have generally been 
masters of good English, scrupulously 
exact in all their expressions. Indeed 
many of them have afforded splendid 
models of good composition, but the 
above construction has found ail en- 
trance even into tint tribunal through 
one of the present justices, whose free- 
dom in this regard would have been 
shocking to some of the distinguished 
men who have sat upon that bench. 


"The construction likewise appears 


now and then in sin act of congress, 
particularly when the committee which 
considered the bill did not have a per- 
son lu its membership who had ever 
carefully studied literary stylo. 


"There aw scores of pcrspns of re- 


spectable scholastic and professional 
attainments who might use such an 
expression, and I would think nothing 
of it, for there would be other marks 
In abundance to indicate thnt they had 
never given much attention to the beau- 
ties or niceties of speech and compo- 
sition. 
But when Tho Presbyterian 


under its present editorial management 
aligns itself with the construction here 
referred to 1 shall think that the day 
s dawning when respectable usage 
will no longer be a unit iu saying that 
such a construction is a blemish not 
:o be toleiated in prose composition. 


1 am sure that good usage at the 


present time is overwhelmingly in fa- 
ror of interposing nothing between the 
nnnitivc and its preposition, but if The 
Presbyterian. In its editorial columns, 
s giving aid and comfort to a coustrtic- 
:ion which the classic writers of our 
language have heretofore so studlouslj 
ivoided the grammarians will soon 
[iave occasion to take down the pillory 
m which they have always been de- 
lighted to expose the expression, de- 
claring it to be au ofi'enso that was un- 
pardonable save only when a poet was 
rue criminal." 


Dr. Grier published the above letter 


in the next issue of Tho Presbyterian, 
with the following remarks: 


"The point made by our good friend. 


Mr, J. Altheus Johnson, is well taken. 
The criticism is just. It may soothe 
one's feelings to be in company with 
Burns and Byron iu such a case, not 
forgetting the distinguished president 
of the United States and the justice of 
the supreme court, but their usage does 
not justify slipshod English any more 
than the editorials in The Presbyte- 
rian. Our friend might have extended 
his list and added even greater names, 
perhaps. 
For example, the author of 


a standard textbook on English litera- 
ture (Halt) uses this expression. 'Who- 
soever desires to truly know,' etc. 
A 


greater than ho, .Matthew Arnold, says 
In his essay on 'Culture and Anarchy,' 
'To unwittingly disparage and discred- 
it,' etc. These and other instances ad- 
mit of no justification. 
It Is charged 


by late critics, and with reason, that 
newspapers are the great corrupters of 
our uoblo tongue.
